**When hand-copying Hebrew manuscripts, the Jewish scribes 
exercised the greatest possible care, even to the point of supersti- 
tion—counting not only the words but every letter, noting how 
many times each particular letter occurred, and destroying at once 
the sheet on which a mistake was detected. 

“Bible teachings aroused men to abolish slavery. It increased the 
dignity and equality of women, and instituted the doctrine of 
marriage. The Bible inspired the concept of orphanages to replace 
the killing of unwanted children by the parents; it provided 
influence for the first home for the blind, the first hospital, and the 
first asylum. The first and greatest American schools were founded 
by the Christian Church.” 

And note this as you read the address by President Reagan on 
pages 4-5 and about prayer for our country on pages 6-7: ‘‘History 
shows that nations of the past rose and fell according to their belief 
in the Bible. Note the heights of the Jews under Solomon, Rame 
under Constantine, England under Alfred the Great and Queen 
Elizabeth and Queen Victoria, and the United States under our 
Christian forefathers.”’

Whereas many of our great national leaders—among them Presidents Washington, 
Jackson, Lincoln, and Wilson—paid tribute to the surpassing influence of the Bible 
in our country’s development, as in the words of President Jackson that the Bible is 
‘tthe rock on which our Republic rests’’; 


Whereas the history of our Nation clearly illustrates the value of voluntarily applying 
the teachings of the Scriptures in the lives of individuals, families, and societies; 


Whereas this Nation now faces great challenges that will test this Nation as it has never 
been tested before; and 


Whereas that renewing our knowledge of and faith in God through Holy Scripture can 
strengthen us as a nation and a people: Now, therefore, be it 


Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America in 
Congress assembled, That the President is authorized and requested to designate 1983 as 
a national ‘‘Year of the Bible” in recognition of both the formative influence the Bible 
has been for our Nation, and our national need to study and apply the teachings of the

I’ve often wondered: within 
the covers of that single Book are all 
the answers to all the problems that 
face us today if we'd only look there. 
“The grass withereth, the flower 
fadeth: but the Word of our God shall 
stand for ever” (Is. 40:8, KJV). | hope 
Americans will read and study the 
Bible in 1983. It's my firm belief that 
the enduring values presented in its 
pages have a great meaning for each 
of us and for our nation. The Bible can 
touch our hearts, order our minds, 

refresh our souls. 
_ Now, I realize it’s fashionable, in 
some circles, to believe that no one in 
government should encourage others 


- to read the Bible. We're told that will 


violate the constitutional separation 
of church and state established by the 
Founding Fathers in the First Amend- 
ment. 

Well, it might interest those critics 
to know that, none other than the 
Father of our Country, George Wash- 
ington, kissed the Bible at his inau- 
guration. And he also said words to 
the effect that there could be no real 
morality in a society without religion. 

John Adams called it “the best 
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acing the Future with the 
EF Bible” —that's a perfect theme -

| happen to believe that one way to 
promote, indeed to preserve, those 
traditional values we share is by permit- 
ting our children to begin their days 
the same way the members of the 
United States Congress do—with 
prayer. The public expression of our 
faith in God through prayer is funda- 
mental—as a part of our American 
heritage and a privilege which should 


not be excluded from our schools. _ 
No one must be forced or pres-: 
sured to take part in any religious: 
exercise. But neither should the freest | 
country on earth ever have permitted | 
God to be expelled from the class: 
room. When the Supreme Court ruled | 
that school prayer was unconstitue : 
tional almost 21 years ago, | believeit ! 
ruled wrong. And when alower court | 
recently stopped Lubbock, Texas, , 
high school students from even hold- - 
ing voluntary prayer meetings on the } 
campus before or after class, it ruled | 
wrong, too. 2 
Our only hope for tomorrow is in | 
the faces of our children. And we: 
know Jesus said: “Suffer the little: 
children to come unto me, and forbid | 
them not; for of such is the kingdom | 
of God” (Mark 10:14, KJV). Last year, . 
we tried to pass an amendment that : 
would allow communities to deter-- 
mine for themselves whether volun- - 
tary prayer should be permitted in | 
their public schools. And we failed, 
But | want you to know something: | 
am determined to bring that amend- 
ment back again, and again, and

There is another struggle we must | 
wage to re-dress a great, national 
wrong.

And let us- 
come together, Christians and Jews, 
let us pray together, march, lobby 
and mobilize every force we have, so_ 
that we can end the tragic taking of 
unborn children’s lives. Who among 
us Can imagine the excruciating pain — 
the unborn must feel as their lives are 
snuffed away?

zens of any country to lead a quiet and 
peaceable life and in all godliness and 
honesty. The Scripture further clearly 
declares that such a ministry of inter- 
cession for the leaders of our land “is 
good and acceptable in the sight of 
God our Saviour.” 

Today, our nation stands at a very 
critical point. As Spirit-filled men and 
women of God, we have a responsibility 
to seriously pray for our President, 
Ronald Reagan; our government lea- 
dership; and the people of our great 
country. Many issues and problems 
face the elected leadership of our 
government, including almost unsolva- 
ble economic needs and spiritual and 
moral needs. 


Satan knows that if he can stop the 
Church from praying he can stop the 
Kingdom of God from progressing.

Intercessory prayer 
is the most powerful force that God 
entrusts to His children. 

Intercessory prayer combines our 
will, our spirit, and our effort. As the 
Church possesses such dynamic po- 
wer, the gates of Hell will have no power 
to prevail. 

Basically, there is no real shortage of 
energy; the only shortage is our ability 
to use efficiently all available resources. 
Too often, the infinite power of prayer is 


unused. However, when believers ear: 
nestly seek God in prayer, God releases 
spiritual energy. 

Secular and religious history give 
conclusive evidence that prayer is 
man’s greatest means of tapping the 
infinite resources of God. The ministry 
of prayer dominated the life of our Lore 
Jesus: And inthe morning, rising upé 
great while before day He went out, anc 
departed into a solitary place, and there 
prayed” (Mark 1:35, KJV). The result 
of intercessory prayer were greatly 
manifested in the ministry of Jesus: 
“And Jesus returned in the power ot 
the Spirit into Galilee: and there went 
out a fame of Him through all the 
region round about” (Luke 4:14, KJV)’

Now, is that all religious fantasy? Is 
this all wishful thinking? Is this all some- 
thing that was dreamed up by an 
extra-imaginative preacher? Not at all! 
But you say, “What assurance do we 
have that Jesus is actually going to 
come?” 


WE KNOW HE WILL COME! 


The first assurance is the best of all: 
the words of Jesus. I'll take His word 
against any teaching. Jesus said, “Let 
not your heart be troubled: ye believe 
in God, believe also in Me. In my Father's 
house are many mansions: if it were not 
so, | would have fold you. | go to 
prepare a place for you. And if |goand 
prepare a place for you, | will come 
again, and receive you unto myself; 
that where | am, there ye may be also” 
(John 14:1-3, KJV). 

Do you suppose that He has been 
preparing that place all these years? If 
so, it must be a beautiful place. But oh, 
that promise that He will come again! 
Did you ever have a friend promise you 
that he would come back? You put 
your trust in that friend, because you 
had learned to depend upon his word. 
Jesus said, “! will come again.” 


For our second assurance, | want fo 
take you back to the Mount of Olives 
where Jesus ascended into heaven. 
The two men said, “This same Jesus” 
would come again. Don’t you like those 
words: “this same Jesus’? The Christ 
who was born in Bethlehem will come. 
Tne Savior who healed the sick, opened 
the eyes of the blind, and caused the 
deaf to hear will come. 


Now | want you to notice that this is 
not a doctrine that was concocted by 
some religious fanatic years after this 
incident with a wishful hope that Jesus 
would come again. This was a promise 
that was given on the very spot where 
the disciples saw Him ascend. We can 
be assured of this promise. 

The third reason for assurance comes 
through the teaching of the apostles. 
This truth of the Second Coming of 
Jesus Christ is mentioned no less than 
300 times in the New Testament. Whole 
chapters are given to a discussion of 
this event: Matthew 24-25, Mark 13, 
Luke 21, | Corinthians 15, and others. 


OUR FINAL ASSURANCE 


The final point of assurance comes 
through the fact that His first coming 
was fulfilled. | am amazed as | look 
through the Old Testament and notice 
the almost endless details prophesied 
of Jesus’ birth. He was to be born of a 
virgin. He was to be born in the City of 
Bethlehem. One writer declares that in 
the last 24 hours of Christ’s life at his 
crucifixion, no less than 24 prophecies 
were fulfilled. 

If |ever wonder and begin to doubt 
about how all the details of Christ's 
Second Coming will be fulfilled, | simply 
remind myself about the fulfillment of 
the prophecies regarding Christ's first 
coming. The God that accomplished 
that can do this. 

Do you want to know something? No 
one has ever been nearer to the Second 
Coming of Jesus Christ than you who 
are reading this right now. He’s coming 
again!

Vhat Is America 
inding With “New 
reedom’’? 


Phyllis Schlafly, in an article on “Schools 
Srisis” published in the Christian Digest 
anuary /February, 1983), makes a signi- 
ant statement: “The major goal of many 
x education curricula in today’s schools 
to teach teenagers (and sometimes 
ildren) how to enjoy fornication without 
ving a baby and without feeling guilty.”

against him, with the promise of a reduced 


or suspended sentence. He refused, pre- 


ferring to take a chance on an acquittal at 
a trial. 

While legal appeals possibly may re- 
verse the verdict of the jury, Mercury 
Morris lost his freedom by declining to 
confess. He complains that the severity 
of his twenty-year prison sentence is 
excessive for the crime of which he was 
convicted, selling just over a pound of 
cocaine to an undercover officer. His 
comment did not sound repentant: ‘I 
was a cocaine user, just like 19 or 20 
million other Americans.” Since when 
does massive lawbreaking justify flouting 
the statutes? 


On the other hand, Morris says he’ 


feels no bitterness and hopes others will 
learn from his experience. Perhaps that 
was the hope also of the judge who 
pronounced the stiff sentence. At any 
rate, Morris says, ‘I feel I am already 
rehabilitated.” 

Mercury Morris’ refusal to confess 
and subsequent conviction mirror in a 
very small way the predicament of all 
sinners who neglect to accept the salva- 
tion Jesus offers and, consequently, 
expose themselves to eternal hell. With 
most human justice, it is ‘confess and go 
to jail.”” But God invites sinners to confess 
and go free and go to heaven. ‘How shall 
we escape, if we neglect so great salva- 
tion?”’ (Heb. 2:3, KJV). By pleading 
guilty we gain acquittal. But every day a 


reports, just now becoming available, 
reveal that in 1970 there were 216 single 
mothers for each 1000 births, increasing 
to 254 in 1979. Legal abortions which, in 
1973 were 16.5 per 1000, increased in 
1978 to 28.2. Add to these statistics the 
pregnancies prevented by effective avail- 
able contraceptives and it is apparent that 
an alarming situation exists.

Judeo-Christian 
concepts were joyfully set aside for the 
new hedonistic morality sweeping over 
the world.

Herschel Walker, after signing a pro- 
fessional football contract and then trying 
to back out of it to continue at the 
University of Georgia, first attempted to 
cover up his act. But once the media 
exposed it, he confessed that he had lied 
and asked forgiveness from the public. 
The colleges may not forgive him, but 
evidently his coach, Vince Dooley, did. 
He told critics, ‘‘A lot of you have said 
Herschel lied to me. Yes, he did, but my 
children have lied to me about some very 
important things. Yes, I’m mad and I’m 
hurt that he lied. But those things happen 
and it doesn’t stop you from loving 
them.”’ 

God loves all sinners but summons 
them to confess and forsake their sins. 
‘*He who conceals his transgressions will 
not prosper, but he who confesses and 
forsakes them will obtain mercy”’ (Prov. 
28:13, RSV). Those guilty of scandalous- 
ly bringing about more sinful acts and 
attitudes than Mercury Morris and Her- 
schel Walker indulged in, and those 
whose worst faults seem mere peccadillos 
in comparison, both need the forgiveness 
of God obtained at the new birth by faith 
in Jesus Christ. And He deserves to be 
first in our lives, rather than football or 
business or any other consideration.
